ut becauſe the Lord Jeſus is Eternal God, even 
es the Father is, aud infinite in Wiſdem; there= 
tore he is capable ro interceed for Frantgreffors, 
in a Way that the whole Creation could never 


. think of; therctore his Divinity, his infinite Wiſ- 


dom, for the Prevalency of his Iaterceſſion, as 
well as his Almighty Power for Preſervation , 
is the Foundation of the Bcliever's Hope. 

But Mr. Cennicts by his Prayers, and by this 
Article of his Belicf, appears clearly to be one 
that holds that there is but one Perſon in the 
Godhead, and agreeableto this is what is taken 
Notice ot, in a Letter lately publiſhed, intitled, 
An Adareſs to his Followers ; where the Author 
takes Notice, that Mir. Ceznichs ſaid he would 
Blaſphame all the Gods in Heaven but Jeſus 
Chrilt, 5 HE | 

Jo be ſure none in that Company were aſſert- 
ing, that any ot the Idol Gods were in Heaven: 
Then ihe meaning of Mr. Ceanicts Words were, 
that he would Blaſpheme all the Per ſons in the 
Gedhead, but one; (which one, became Man, 
the Man Chriſt Jctus) which was audacious Im- 
pudence, and I ink real Blaſphemy; and 1 
don't think that ever it was grand hy the God- 


ly, that they that believed chat thee, was bur 


one Perſon in the Godhead, could be ſound in 
the Divinity of jctus for if they bold the Diviatty 
of Jctus, then they cxclude the Father out of the 
-Godhead, bui huw can there be a Son Without 
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a Father? But it is clear that he holding that there 
is but one Perſon in the Godhead, and that when

Belides, it is clear from the 1/ 2d 
34 4th 5th and 15th Error charged on the Count, 
that the Law is wholy to be difcegarded, as well 
as all knowledge of it, as dependency oa obedi- 
ences to it: His Words are ſull to the Purpoſe, 
ſaying, that the Law is nota Rule of Life to a 
Believer, and Mr. Cenzicks r0th Article, which is, 
that it has beea the Riſe of falſe Teachers, that 
People have retaken to the Law and-to its 
Fetters. 

- Where obſcrve, that Obedience to the Law, 
is not to be retakea to upon any Account z not 
even at a Rule of Liſe: Lherefore they are great- 


ly miſtaken, Who think Mr. Cennicts only op- 
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clear, that it is alſo all knowledge of the Law, 
that he oppoſes in the Articles of his Belief, even 


as his Biſhops does: And all this, as is ſaid, to 


make way for Methodiſm. | 
And to ſhew what their Methodiſim is, I will ſet 
down the Words of him that writes the Epiſtle to 
the Reader of Mr. Tennant's Account, in the 6th 
Page: But for ConneQion-ſake, I will ſet down 
what I have before taken Notice of, which is: 


The Moravian Leaders, I am perſwaded, dare 
not deny, that tho" Perſons may be admitted upon 
pretty e ſy Terms into what they call their Bands, in 
order to Inſiruction and Preparation for mire claſe 
Fellowſhip, yet they receive none into their intimate 
Church Communion, but ſuch as profeſs a ſinleſs Per- 
fedtion.— Bat the Aſtoniſhment of the Reader will 


ſtill more incre ſe, when he i; informed, That this 


who are admitted into their Communion, muſt believe 
that Tafallibility is lodged 312 the Church with which 
they join: And that they are tr cjore 10d, on 
their Admiſſion, to 12821 up their erfors, ir Fa— 
milzes and their Efcates, to the Diſpoſal of the Church. 
Thus they muſt velieve as the Church believes, and 
Ao as the Church commands; and this not onl» in ſpi- 
ritual, hut in temporal Matters likewiſe : So that they 
may no enter into a Civil Con:ratt, of any conſide- 
rable Moment, without the Common Conſent. Their 
Perſons are diſpos d of in Marriage by the Direition 
of the Community, they having renounced the Right 


of chaſing in ſo tender a Caſe for themſelves, Aud 
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in farther Violation of the Laws of Nature, ar well as 
the Laws of God, them Children are not their own, 
but become the Property of the Church : Nay, their 
Proſel ytes, hauing given themſelves ap in this Man- 
ner, and having renounced all Wil of their own, are 
frequently tranſplanted, by the Direction of the C hurch, | 
into foreign Nations, and ſometimes into the moſt re- 
note Parts of the World: And a Refuſal of Compli- 
ance with theſe Things, is attended with the moſt ſe- 
were Cenſure. In a Word, Reading and Reaſoniiig 


being in a good Meaſure, if not quite, laid aſide, they 


have their Under ſtandings and their Faith determin d, 
n all Diſfeculties, by the ſame Authorii x. 
He goes further on, and ſays, From an affecting 


Apprehenſoon of the Progreſs of ſuch a dangerous 


Scheme as this, I might add many more Particulars, 


reſpecting their Principles, and their Order; the un- 


warrantable Suppreſſion of the Palſtons, and the ſilent 
Stupidity they enjoin; their Neglect of Prayer; and 
when they do uſe it, their conſining their Adareſſes 


almoſt willy to the Second Perſon of the Sacred Iri- 


mity, however in the atter Neglect of the Divine 
Father; the artj ! Regulation of their Convents ; and 


the various religious Officer s of both Sexes, which they 


have appointed without any Authority from the Word 


of God, I might ſyeak of their adventrous Uſe of 


the Lot, and their Confs/ions; their Method of purge- 
ing out the a:crrſed Thing, and their Vow of Since- 
rity by drinking «Glaſs of Liquor at their Love-Ecaſts, 
with a Wiſh, That it mio bit be to then like the better 
accurſed Water of Jealouſy under the Low, if they

are inſincere. 
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This is the Scheme of Moravian Methodiſm, and 


zee clearly to be the Reaſon of their oppoſe- 


ing the Law of God; and ir likewiſe appears 


clearly to be the Reaſon of their great Pretenſions 


to Inſpirations, and to very intimate Commu- 
nion with God, and their great Attainments 7 
that ſo their Followers may think them-the more 
capable of directing and governing their Con- 
ſciences, in all Things wherein they ſhould*be 
direQed by the Law of God. And cho? they tell 
the People, that to belicve that Chrilt died fer 
them is Saving Faith; (which is what all his 
Hearers do, except Jews or Atheiſts) yet none of 
them are in a State of Salvation till they come ro 
him, and open their Hearts to him, and believe 
his Judgemenr, and follow his. Directions. 80 
that it is plain, the Sum of all this is, that they 
only make Uſe of Chriſt, the Bleeding Lamb, as 
2 Foot-ſtool, that they may meunt his Throne, 
and govern the World. 

And ſinee Mr. Censichs acknowicdged th t che 
Methoaijts, at the firit ſetting up, were? i; of 


* Popery, fo I think his Leſtimony in tat Farti- 


cular we may readily receive; tho' in other 
„Things, his olten contradicting himlelf, is a {uf- 
ficient Rea ſon to reject him, and ſet aſide his 
whole Leſtimeny; ic being Rule in Courts of 


Juſtice, chat the Veitimony of that Evidence that 


contradias himſelf, is wholly ſer aſide; yet; the 
Confe ſſion of ſuch an Evidence, againſt himſelf, 
is to be received: 'Therctore I readily receive his 


af, that the Methodiſts, at their firſt ſet- 
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ing up. were a Skirt of Popery; and I think them 
ſtill related, by the ſtricteſt Ties of Friendſhip: 
And their Agreement appears in this, as well as 
in other Particulars: 3 

Fr ſt, Mr. Cennicks teaching his Hearers to be- 
lieve Chriſt die for them, and then coming 10 
him, and opening the State of their Souls to him, 
and embracing his Judgement and Directions, 
makes them, in his Way, true Converts." So a 
Pepiſt, ſaying his Prayers before the Picture of 
Chriſt on the Crofs, ſtrikes his Biextt, and crics 
mea Culpa, or my Fault, my Fault, thereby tef- 
tifying his Belief that Chriſt died for bim; and 
going to the Prieſt, and following his Directions, 
makes him a compleat Papiſt. So chat it is plain, 
Mr. Cennicts Scheme leads to real Popeyy ; tor the 
opening their Hearts, and giving him an Accounc 
of the State of their Souls, leads to auriculir Con- 
feſſion. And as the Papiſis have a great Deper- 
dance on the Prayers of their Pricſts, fo Mr, 
Cennicłs's Converts are led to depend much on 
his Prayers; and their Opinion of his intimate 
Communion with God, trends ro ftrengthen them 
in their Dependance on him. 

In this he agrees with his Biſhop ; ſor the very 
laſt Error charged on the Count is, That he 21“ 
ſerted that mavy would be ſaved at the Day of 


Judgement, by the Interceſſios ot the Saints; and 


that he huvſclf expected to fave Thouſands, 
From all which it appears, that Moravian Me- 

thodiſm is nothing elſe but Popery in Diſguiſe, or 

a new Naine for Popery, and a Scheme contrived 
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to lead the Proteſtants about, by imperceptible 
Degrees, to Popery; or into fo favourable an Opi- 
nion of ir, that they will not oppoſe that Church 
in its endeavours to recover its former Domi- 
nion; the Loſs of which, it appears, lies greatly 
at Mr. Cexnick's Heart; for he often prays 


for that Church that was once the Mittreſs 


of the Nations; (the Church of Rome to be ſure) 
laying, O how is that faithful City become tri- 
butary, lamenting her Subjection (or her nor 
kaving the Dominion) more than her Corruption? 

Mr. Tennant writes in his 38th Page, that 
they inculcate the Doctrine of Simplicity; which 


he ſays, in their Seoſc of it, he cannot but take 


to be real Folly and implicit Faith: And ſays, 
When they aſſert, groſs Contradictions, they tell 
us, that we mult believe ſimply, that is, to quit 
* our Reaſon, and turn real Fools“ And fur- 
ther ſays, © It is exceeding artful in the Mora- 
vians, to inculcate this Popiſþ Doctrine, at 
their firſt coming among the People eſpeci:'!y, 
for when once they have Drank in the, their 
Work is done, they may turn them into any 
Shape they will: Re ſon and Arguments are 
rendered uſeleſs, a Shadow of Plauſibilit, is 
enough; thus the Moravians endeavour io uſe 
us, as the Philiſtines did Sampſon; fir it put out 
our Eyes, and then lead us Wire they will in 
Triumph.“ 
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And ſurely many of choſe that are acquainted 
Wu Mr. Cennicłs, know that this Doctrine of 
Simplicity, is iuculcated by him aud his * ers 
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| here; nay, evenChildren are commended for their 
Simplicity, and others diſcommended by Name 
for their Knowledge, tho? their Knowledge be 
only ſuch as is indiſpenſably neceſſary ; chere- 
fore what they call Simplicity, is nothing elſe 
but Ignorance, for they ſer it in Oppoſitian to 
Knowledge; & ſome of the moſt eminent ot his Fol- 
lowers, are come Publ ckly to diſpiſe Knowledge; | 
bur ſuch would ſurely do well to read what Wil. | 
dom ſays to ſuch, in the 1/} Chap. and 22d Ver, | 
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of che Proverbs, and take the Advice that Wit- 
dom gives in the 234 Yer. ſaying, Tarn ye at my 
Reproof ; behold I will pour out my Spirit unto you, | 
and will make known my Woras anto you. And Let 1 
them conlider it it be well done in them, to deſ- 
piſe the Words of the Lord Jeſus, where he ſays, 
1a the 8th of John and the 128h Ver. I am the Lizbt 
of the World, he that followeth me, ſhall not alk in 
Darkneſs, but ſhall have the Light of Life. And in the 
31ſt and 324 Ver, then ſaid Jeſus to thoſe Jews 
which believed on hun: If ye continue in ny ord, 
then are ye my Diſcipies indeed, ani ye {yall know the 
4% Truth, and the Truth ſhall make you Free.

Other Kinds of Miracles wrought in their Fa- 
vour, are the ſudgements that are ſent upon all 
that are againſt them: One Miniſter that preach'd 
againſt them, they ſay, was reduced to Poverty, 
and alt Things went wrong with him afterward. 

Another Miniſter dropt dead in the Pulpit; 


and when his Notes were found, it appeared that 


he had prepared part of his 8er mon agaiaſt them; 
and juſt when be came to that Part of it, his 
Life was taken away. Such is the Story told in 
his Favour, of his wonderful Preſervatiog from 
cating caciaoted Apples, of which they who gat 
became poſſeſt of the-Bevil; and ſome of them 
died in that miſerable Condition.

Rat I tink 
the principal rache, which is mott of all to has 
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' ing'Godlineſs, and therefore expected to have a 


Zeal for the Truth of God's Word, can fit quietly 
under che Miniſtry of a Man, who murders the 
Scriptures with falſe Quocations, and falſe Hx- 


plinations, as he does, which chey cannot deny 


but that that-would juſtly render any Minifter 
contemprable, is a harmleſs Matter in him: But 
as Mr. Tennant ſays in his 46% Page, they are 
juſt ſmiled out of their Religion, without being 
able to offer one ſolid Reaſon tor their Change. 

As to the Afflitions that befal thoſe that are 
again{t him or his Sec, fuch Mags might be, 
and yet not becauſe they are againſt them. Moſes 
died when he was near the Land of Cauaan; and 
was it beczule he was going to invade the Land 
of the Caxaantites, and juſt on their Borders, that 


his Life was taken away? The Prophet that cried

160. All the Apoliles ſuffered great A fflictions; 
and tne Apoſtle Paul ia particular, tells of his Af. 
don, in the 11% Chay; of the 24 Cor. angie 
rs and Heals miglit as well have 14d that his 
etch ons were Jud gemenis on him, becauſe he 
Was dS lutt their Religions; as MiiCennrcks and 
{i HOliuwGrs tales all the Atlliciions that beial 
(Coli thaitare an ain{tis new Scilcine, to de udge- 
tente at ron OO ON Elem, lor der Sakcs. 
have dencheard the Words oi Ganaliel made 
Ul. c leur of M. Cate, by lone of ins 
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Followers; when they have not been able to de- 


fend him, they have thea come off with ſaying, 
If he be not of God, he will come to nothing; but if he 
be, he will continue; or to that Purpoſe. 


But thoſe who uſe theſe Words in his Favour, 


will do well to conſider whoſe Words theſe 
are, and they will find them to be the Words of 
an unbelieving Gamaliel, one of the Council who 
met to perſecute the Apoſtles of the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt; and with Regard to the Doctrine of the 
Goſpel taught by them, being of God or not, was 
a real Sceptic, or one that was uncercain whether 


it was of God or not. And it were to be wiſb d, 


that in all the Councils of Perſecutors there were 
a Gamaliel, that with Arguments drawa from 
Scepticiſm, could perſwade them co deſiſt from 
their Cruelty. - But God's People are not to con- 
tinue in Uncertaiaties, but to try the Spirits, and 
ſearch the Scriptures; and if the Angels of Dark- 
eſs are ſo transformed into Angels of Light, or 
Wolves ſo covered with Sheep's Cloathing, that 
they cannot be diſcerned at the ficlt, but by long 
Acqua intance with them; then indeed we ought 
tO Wait, looking to the Lord Jeſus, for his Spirit 
to guide us what Side we ſhould take, whether 
to receive or reject them; and not to make Uſe 
of Gamaliel's Words to encourage eur own Indo- 
lence, but to endeavour to come to a Ceriainty 
in all important Matters; that io we may ſay 
with Peter, We believe and are ſure that thou att 
that Chriſt, the Son if the Living Gcd, John, the 
G Chap. and 69 Ver. and with Job, 1 xa0w that 
| my 
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my Redeemer liveth, Sc. and that we may know 
what is the true Goſpel of our Lord Jeſus, or 
what is not; that ſo when we hear the ruth we 
may receive it, as the Voice of Chriſt; and when 
we hear a falſe Goſpel preach'd we may be ready 
to reject ir, tho? preach'd by an Angel from 
Heaven, Gal. 1ſt Chap. and 8th Ver. If any ſhall 
hereafcer uſe Gamaliel's Words ia Favour of Mr. 
Cenxicks, or rather, as an Apology for their own 
Raſhneſs, in ſo readily receiving one, whom 
they will not be at the Pairs to try, I hope 
they will not take it ill to be counted the 
Diſciples of an unbelieviog Gamaliel, who 
might, and ought to have knuwn, that the Lord 
Telos was the true Chriit, and would nor be ar | 
the Paias to try in a right Manner, and therefore 
contented himſelf in a wretched Uncertainty (in 
all Probability) to his own Deſtruction. 


There is another Argument uſed in Mr. Cen- 
#icks's Favour, which is, chat he beiags many 
to Conviction, and Converſion ; aad is the Cauſe 
of much Reformation among h.s Followers. 


This I intended to anſwer; and to ſhew from 


the Scriprures, that thoſe converted by him are 
no true Converts; the principal Graces neceſſary 
do make up a true Coiverſion, beiag wanting 
in them, and not taught by him; and therefore 
their Retormarion is no faving Reformation. 
But this perhaps may be the Subject of ariother 
Letter.
